Oil  companies 


disguise  profits 


The  announcement  hit  at  the  first  of  the  week;  just  as  American 
families  began  to  winterize  themselves  and  their  homes,  it  came. 

This  week,  the  world’s  oil  companies  reported  their  third  quarter 
profits  for  the  year.  Exxon,  the  world’s  largest  oil  company,  profits  up  118 
percent  over  last  year’s;  Sohio,  profits  up  191  percent;  Conoco,  profits  up 
133  percent;  the  list  goes  on  and  on. 

It  hurts  Americans  in  their  pocketbooks  but  worse,  the  pocketbooks  of 
the  poor.  Of  course,  the  oil  companies  claim  they  are  completely  inno¬ 
cent.  Exxon’s  comptroller,  Ulysses  J.  LaGrange,  said  the  company’s 
profits  are  a  result  of  their  overseas  operations.  That’s  a  pretty  good 
camouflage. 

Take  for  example  this  scenario  described  on  CBS  News.  An  oil  com¬ 
pany  buys  its  barreled  oil  from  Saudi  Arabia  for  the  going  OPEC  price  of 
$23.50.  They  then  “sell”  this  oil  to  one  of  their  subsidiary  refining  com¬ 
panies  in  the  Caribbean  for  about  $28,  making  nearly  $5  in  profit.  They 
label  these  increased  funds  as  coming  from  foreign  sources  because  as  of 
yet  the  petroleum  has  not  entered  the  U.S. 

Then  these  refineries  “sell”  the  refined  crude  to  their  sister  dis¬ 
tributing  companies  in  the  States  for  $35  a  barrel,  making  another  $7 
profit  for  the  parent  corporation.  Again  the  money  is  labeled  as  a  foreign 
profit  because  the  refineries,  which  are  getting  the  money,  are  located  out 
of  the  country. 

Where  these  profits  are  being  made  is  not  the  question;  but  rather,  who 
is  paying  for  them.  Regardless  of  what  the  oil  companies  are  saying,  we 
are  paying  tor  their  huge  profit  increases.  Sure,  the  accumulation  of  cost 
occurs  overseas,  and  maybe  the  profits  can  be  labeled  “foreign,”  but 
when  the  oil  is  bouncing  around  within  the  same  corporation,  no  real  ex¬ 
change  of  wealth  takes  place.  Only  when  an  American  consumer  hands 
over  his  cash  for  the  purchase  of  goods  has  any  profit  been  made.  And 
made  it  is,  at  the  expense  of  all  of  us.  Q  j 
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
